The Allies,

The plea that the German 
Government is powerless to enforce its 
decrees is not accepted. The Allies declare 
that “it is difficult to believe’’ that the 
Government has not connived at the whole 
affair. They state, furthermore, that all 
coercive measures, as enunciated in their 
Note of September. 27th, will be main- 
tained, and that an Allied Commission will 
be sent to the Baltic Provinces to super- 
vise their ae cha by the Germans. 
This Commission will be headed by a 
general officer, and will assist the German 
Government in the carrying out of its 
duties. In the meantime, although 
rumours of a strict blockade have been 
denied, the “small blockade” in the 
Baltic is again in force, All German 
ships in the Baltic have been ordered back 
to port. ‘Also, it is more than likely that 
foodstuffs and raw material, which at 
present are the subjects of negotiations 
between the Germans and the Allies, will 
be withheld. The effect of these measures 
upon the situation in the Baltic Provinces 
remains to be seen. If it is true that Von 
der Goltz has been acting more or less in 
accordance with instructions from Berlin, 
the German troops will probably come 
home -at once.
